The storm , which originated on

T ennessee and iii its n o rth e rn course 
razed scores of substantial buildings, 
partially dem olished h u n d red s of oth­ 
ers, caused a com plete dem oralization 
of railroad traffic and 
cut off tele­ 
graphic ■communication. 
A num ber of points directly iii the 
pathw ay of the storm can n o t be com­ 
m unicated with. 
Wolf river, a small 
stream running eastw ard of this city, 
is out of its banks in m any places 
and in the vicinity of Rossville, Tenn., 
is several miles wide, th e town being 
completely inundated au d th e people 
panic stricken. 


Mows Path Through City. 


T he storm approached A thens, Ala., 
from the w est and cut a p ath 300 yards 
wide through the city. 
At 
M a. th i.son, Miss., n early 
every 
building in th e so uthern portion of 
the town w as destroyed. 
T hese in­ 
clude the B aptist church, public school 
building, several brick buildings and 
a num ber of residences. 
At this place 
a ut m o woman w as killed an d several 
others injured. 
N ear 
Okolona,

were lost. 
T he property loss at this 
place cannot be ascertained. 
At Mabon, Miss., Ben W oodford, a 
telegraph operator, and his wife sos 
tam ed perhaps fatal injuries. 
At Bolivar, Term,, nine inches of 
rain foil in tw enty-four hours. 
All of the railroads passing through 
Jackson, Tenn., tire tied up by w ash­ 
outs. 
The w ater in this vicinity is 
higher th an ever know n before. 
T hroughout 
N o rth ern L ouisiana a 
heavy rain, wind and electrical storm 
did serious damage.

Aftor taking the testimony of 
Goo. Wilmot and

jury brought in the following verdict: 
That the said Louis Kling came to 
his death by reason of a gunshot wound 
inflicted by Wen. Buchit, on November 
11, 1906, in Crow Wing County, Minne­ 
sota. 
That said Buchit shot said do 
ceased supposing that he had shot at a 
doer and had no intention of shooting 
the deceased or any other person. 
Immediately following tho inquest 
the remains were takon to tho Presby­ 
terian church and after funeral services 
were laid at rest in Evergreen ceme­ 
tery. 
He loaves a wife but no child­ 
ren.

No truce of the perpetrator of the 
deed has been found. 
Since St. Auacletus, who was or­ 
dained by St. Peter himself, erect, d 
an oratory in OO A. D. on the site of 
the present basilica to m ark the spi t 
where the remains of St. Peter ar-' 
buried, no such dastardly occurrence 
is noted in the annals of tho church.

It was discovered that 
the bomb had been placed under a 
scaffolding which had been erected to 
facilitate repairs to the roof exactly 
over the celebrated tomb of Clement 
XIII., by (’anova, which consists cf a 
figure of the pope and two lions, and 
which is the most remarkable piece of 
sculpture in the basilica.

ern sculpture and by its
